REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amendment filed 6 September 2005 is sufficient to overcome the rejections of claims 
based upon 35 U.S.C §112- first paragraph "Scope of Enablement "Written description" and 
Indefiniteness. 
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The kit of the Instant Application comprises C3 and fibrin matrix- forming components to 
be used to facilitate axon sprouting and nerve elongation at a nerve lesion site. It comprises a 
novel and non-obvious combination of components. The claims of the instant application are 
directed to components of the matrix- forming kit, including minor variations in components that 
have been tested experimentally. The claims are free of the prior art as these combinations have 
not been disclosed or studied in the prior art. The specification provides experimental evidence 
of utility and enablement under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. The claims also meet 35 U.S.C. 
1 12- second paragraph requirements because the claims point out and distinctly claim the 
invention.
